The  operatives  of  Cornwall,  England, 
eoiisTder  ripe  apples  nearly  as  nourishing 
sis  bread,  anti  tar  more  so  than  potatoes. 
In  the  year  lsul — which  w  its  a  year  of 
much  scarcity — apples,  instead  of  being 
converted  into  cioer,  were  sold  to  the 
jMMir  4  and  the  laborer®  asserted  that  they 
eoidd  “  stand  their  work"  on  l»aki'«l  ap- 
jdes  witiioiit  meat ;  wltereas  jtotatii  diet 
requires  meat  or  other  sub-tantial  nutri¬ 
ment.
